Many experiments have been tried in systems of taxation 
with a view of putting the burden on the shoulders of those 
best able to bear it, but only one has been devised that effect­ 
ually prevents shifting the load to the backs of weaker ones. 
This is the inheritance tax on large estates. Most of the states 
have had such a tax for many years and in more recent times 
the national government has adopted it, hence a man with a 
swollen fortune knows that at his death the government will 
come in for a good slice of what he has accumulated. Small 
inheritances are of course exempt, but as a fortune gains in 
size the rate of taxation is increased. This system of taxation 
has some commendable features. For a very small minority 
to own the bulk of the property of the nation is not good for 
the future of America. The government has protected a man 
while he accumulated his millions, hence should receive a 
reasonable return for this protection. Then, too, there is 
something to be said about the next generation living in idle­ 
ness and luxury on what its ancestors made. They have done 
nothing to make the money they spend, hence it is no injust­ 
ice to lop off a good sized slice for the support of the govern­ 
ment. It really would not hurt any one if a fortune were cut, 
down to a point where the heirs would have to go to work 
and do something for themselves instead of just passing 
through life in slothful ease with no regard for the rights of 
others or the welfare of the nation.

The Durant News states that mo­ 
lasses poison for boll weevil is giv­ 
ing excellent results in that part of 
the state, a reporter of the paper 
visited five fields recently that had 
been poisoned and states that the 
poison is doing its w ork well. 


Oklahoma Crop Notes. 
Oklahoma City, July 23. 1923. 
Burton Hascoe, literary editor of 
the New York Tribune, has written 
for The Nation an article on Ok­ 
lahoma that burns with statements 
wholly untruthful aud slanderous. 
The following is our reply to his 
tirade of damning remarks: 
“The vitrolic 
statements 
made 
against Oklahoma by Efhrton Rascoe 
are, ir anything, not much more 
truthful, say. fer instance, thai* the 
blackest of lies” "The average of 
his slanderous remarks are, if any­ 
thing, say, for instance, not much 
more out of balance than the politi­ 
cal and economic situation of Soviet 
Russia." 
Oklahoma is young. A certain de. 
gree of illiteracy might naturally 
be expected to be found in a new 
commonwealth. However, a compari­ 
son of Census figures on illiterates 
over ten years of age reveals the 
fact that Oklahoma has only 3-8 
per cent as illiterates of her total 
population, while all other south­ 
ern states have larger percentages. 
The United States percentage stands 
as f. percent. Rascoe points out that 
Oklahoma has always been a “ Boom 
er" state; that people settled here, 
not as farmers but as land gamb­ 
lers and a "Get-rich-quiek” class. 
As a matter of fact, Oklahoma was 
peopled by the very best citizens 
from other states who discerned the 
golden opportunities that might be 
derived from ber virgin soils. 73.-1 
percent of the state’s total popula­ 
tion is considered a® rural and land 
grafters, etc., do not live on the 
farm. Agriculture was from the very 
first the greatest and most import­ 
ant industry within the state* 
Rascoe deals more with the low 
rating of intelligence of our Okla­ 
homa farmers, and not so much with 
the advantages offered in the state. 
In bis own state of New York, the 
percentage of illiteracy is S.I per­ 
cent. In the state where he at J end­ 
ed college the percentage is 3.4 per. 
cent. In Kentucky, where he was 
born, the percent is 8.4. 
As a proof that Oklahoma farm­ 
ers have a good understanding and 
intelligent ideas of modern farming 
methods, the state ranked 8th in 
1919 1n the aggregate value of all 
crops. In 1922, 0r ranked 14th. a 
year in which all states with an 
average production were fighting to 
hold their rank. If the state’s agri­ 
cultural resources are hardly more 
than self-susvaimng, as Rascoe states 
then what a deplorable condition 
the remaining states must be placed 
that do not have farm incomes as 
large as Oklahoma. Without produc­ 
tion the very life of existence would 
die. Production means relative val­ 
ue. Oklahoma’s rank in production 
is self-evidence that our farmers 
know how to produce. For it Is a 
well known fact that one not versed 
in agricultural production could not 
live through one crop season even 
though he were placed On the most 
fertile farm in any community. 
Diversification is without ques­ 
tion a channel running toward agri­ 
cultural progress. Our farmers were 
quick to realize mig fact, until to­ 
day Oklahoma has a better balanced 
diversification of crops than many 
older agricultural states, some of 
which are Iowa, Missouri, Georgia 
and Texas, if the cereals of Iowa 
and Missouri fail, 
about 
three- 
fourths of the farmers income is af­ 
fected, to only one-naif in Oklaho­ 
ma. About the game ratio applies to 
cotton in Georgia and Texas. 
This literary editor from New 
York created one of the rankest 
false impressions probably ever pen­ 
ned when he said, "To acquire land 
in Oklahoma one must dither pay 
exhorbitant prices or marry an In­ 
dian woman.” The average value of 
land in Oklahoma per acre (farm 
land) is $35.65—and in the follow­ 
ing data I will point out that our 
farmers receive a higher income on 
their investment per acre than in 
states where a much higher price 
for land is paid.
